Histology Lab. 
To Be Toured 
By Society 

Dr. Hans Selyc, of the Depart- 
ment of Histology, will act as host 
to the pre-medical and pre-dental 
students of this University tomor- 
row at 5.0O p.m. Meeting in Lecture 
Room B of the Medical Building, 
the Pre-Medical Society will first 
hear a short talk by Dr. Selye and 
will then be escorted through the 
laboratories. 

Dr. Sclyo was born In Vienna and 
received his training at the Univer- 
sities of Parte, Rome, and Prague. 
After receiving his M.D. at the lat- 
ter university in 1820, he worked 
there for the next two years as 
assistant in the Experimental Path- 
ology Department, where he was 
also in charge ol the Histology De- 
partment. He was then granted his 
Ph.D., and came to the McGill De- 
partment of Biochemistry in 1032. 

The meeting tomorrow afternoon 
win begin with the business of the 
club and at 5.10 Dr. Selye will give 
brief description of the type of 
research in which he is engaged 
at the present time. Substantial 
donations for the continuation of 
this research have been contributed 
by Gelatin Products Ltd. and the 
Frank W. Horner Ltd. which make 
available a total of $50,000 over a 
period of three years. The Rocke- 
feller Institute has also sent grants 
to this department 

Because facilities at the Medical 
Building cannot accommodate very 
many students, this meeting will 
be limited to Pre-Medical and Pre- 
Dental students only. A member of 
the executive stated that the club 
fees must be handed in this week 
and any pins ordered must be paid 
for. Ross Hill- and Herb Metcalfe 
have been elected by the executive 
as heads of the Speakers' Commit- 
tee; the Social Committee will be 
led by Bob Brett, a Second year 
Science student.

C.C.F. Makes 
Glean Sweep 

Student Body 
Ât Manitoba 
Holds Election 

Winnipeg, October 23.-<CUP)- 
The C.C.F. Party swept into power 
in the student elections to the Fort 
Garry and Broadway House Par 
iiamentj of the University of Mani- 
toba last Thursday. The Opposition 
In both bodies is made up of mem. 
bers of the Radical Tory Party. 

In the Fort Garry elections the 
members present (95 out of 118) 
expressed their political choice as 
follows: C.C.F., 36; Radical Tory, 22; 
Technical Economy, 12; Labor-Pro, 
grcsslve, 9; Independent, 16. The 
members of Broadway House voted 
in the proportion of: C.C.F., 31; 
Radical Tory, 10; Independent, 13. 

The upper years in Science, En 
gineering, and Medicine of the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba are housed at 
the Fort Garry Site, while Arts and 
the freshman and sophomore years 
of Science arc situated at the Uni 
verslty proper. 

In the heat of the contest at the 
polls a new party, the Labor-Pro 
gresslve Party, was formed under 
Lou Csplnov. In dispelling rumors 
of amalgamation of the parties, the 
leader of the C.C.F.. Jack Peden, is 
sued this statement: 

"Certain rumors have been 
brought to my attention inferring 
that a formal coalition exists be- 
tween the Labor-Progressive and 
Uie C.C.F. parties at the Ft. Garry 
Parliament. These rumors arc 
groundless and unauthoritative. The 
C.C.F. exists as an independent 
party, but will accept support for 
any bill which it proposes from any 
parties or individuals." 

The Radical Tories staled: 

"The Opposition will do their ut- 
most to ensure fhat the administra- 
tion of the country is the best that 
can be expected With a Ô.C.F. 
Government, and we will fight 
with all our strength to oppose any 
measures threatening the sanctity 
of private property and private en- 
terprise."

College Team Shows Promise 
In Initial Les^e Omtest

The famed and feared Red and While returned lo the grid- 
iron on Saturday afternoon in league competition for tlic first time 
since Intercollegiate sports were banned, but the league-leading 
Navj' sqttnd marred their debut by overcoming an early McGill 
lead ' y take the win by a 10-3 margin. Tho collegians line was 
superb in their Q.R.F.U. opener, holding the sailons scoreless un- 
til well into the third quarter, and affording the kickers sufficient 

♦protection to enable them lo 
score singles on three separate 
occasions. However, their lack 
of conditioning and practice, 
with only thirteen days together, 
howcd after the half, and the 
Tars, with seven league games 
under their belts, looks advan- 
tage of the fact to push' down 
the field and score a placement 
and a single within five minutes 
to go ahead. A sleeper play, 
ever dangerous, proved the un- 
doing of the Redmen with the 
pass received going into the 
clear for a 45 yard touchdown. 
The convert ended the scoring 
and the game closed with Navy- 
ahead 10-3.- . 

The game was hard-fought and 
interesting throughout with the is- 
sue In doubt until the final whistle. 
The McGill team was bolstered oy 
several men from the Canadian 
Army Course, who are stationed, on 
the campus, and who turned in 
stellar performances, notably Mac- 
rae, Haller, and Dawson in the 
backlleld, and Robertson and Sum- 
mersklll on the line. Other stars 
for the collegians were Lloyd Wil- 
liams and Gerry Fitzpatrlck, whose 
long - kicks and hard plunging 
brought the Icnm out of the danger 
zone on many occasions, Fraser 
Farllngcr who played a strong two- 
way game for nearly the full 60 
minutes, and linemen Mann, ,Tep- 
ner, Dixon, and Armstrong. 

McGill Leads 

The game started with Williams 
kicking to the Navy but McGill. 
gained possession when Bélanger 
returned the kick. The first down 
brought a Macrae to Young pass 
which took the ball to the Blue 12. 
Two bucks by Armstrong yielded 
five, and on the third down, Wil- 
liams booted to Hayes, who was 
tackled behind the goal line for one 
point. The game see-sawed for the 
next few minutes with kicking hon- 
ors between Williams and Heron 
about even. Then, fading for a 
pass. Alec Macrae found an open 
field and went around right end for 
30 yards. Armstrong followed 
through centre for five, and a Mac- 
rae to Farlinger forward took the 
Rcidmcn to the Navy 20, from 
where Williams* attempted place 
kick proved good for one pplnt The 
first quarter ended with McGill 
leading 2-0. 

Tex Dawson recovered a Navy 
fumble to start the second quarter 
and with this as impetus, the Red 
team marched down the field, but 
a third down attempt to score a 
touchdown from tiie 2-yBrd was 
foiled, and Navy gained possession.

When Mr. Richard Neutra, 
prominent California architect, 
visited the School of Architecture 
on Friday' afternoon, he was ac- 
companied by several beauteous 
co-eds from Bennington, who na- 
turally were very Impressed by Mc 
Gill's handsome "designers" and 
their creations. However, the 
architects took them in their stride, 
due, no doubt, to their experience 
with their own pretty co-eds (plug? 
you copycat), the original "brains 
plus beauty" gals of the Faculty of 
Engineering. 

Seriously, though, Mr. Neutra is 
noted for the many fine houses and 
public buildings wh'lch he has built 
In the Los Angeles area. Many of 
these, we understand, were built 
for Hollywood stars, but that didn't 
fizz our Mr. Neutra, who, instead 
of continuing to absorb California 
dew, now lectures at Bennington 
College, Vermont. In between lec 
tures he tours other colleges with 
a group of Bennington undergrad 
uates (um-yum). 

Mr. Neutra; you should know, has 
never been hampered by out-moded 
architectural conventions, and Is 
noted for his excellent planning 
ability and imaginative use of ma- 
terials. But his "tendency to break 
old rules and make new ones" has 
been turned to wartime housing 
projects throughout the Sb'uthwest- 
em states. He is also serving as 
chairman of the California state 
post-war planning board. 

Incidentally, Mr. Neutra addressed 
an open meeting of the Archltec 
tural Undergraduate Society, while 
he was at McGlU. He discussed the 
part which architects would play 
in post-war reconstruction, and the 
many new materials that will then 
be available for building. He also 
stressed the importance of sound 
planning for the post-war period of 
reconversion, and noted the gen 
era] unpreparedness of private In- 
dustry and governrnent ' for this 
crucial time. Mr. Neutra then vis- 
ited the drafting rooms, helping 
students with their design problems 
and patiently answering thousands 
of questions. Accompanied by his

Call to Action 

Today there opens on this campus the 
sale of subscriptions to the- University of 
Montreal's new and ambitious musical un- 
dertaking. Admission to the four grand 
concerts will be by subscription only, and 
once the campaign closes on Monday, No- 
vember 1, no further tickets will bo sold. 
The Société Artistique of the UniverEity of 
Montreal has been more than fair in ar- 
ranging that McGill students subscribing 
today shall be considered as having sub- 
- scribed on the first day of the campaign, 
and allocation of seats will be made ac- 
cordingly. 

This is a call to every student to sit up 
and take active notice. There is neither 
time nor place for apathy, delay, or inde- 
cision. Such opportunities as this have been 
all too rare in local history; the cost is ex- 
ceptionally low, and the artists who will 
appear are world-famous musicians of 
proven reputation. More than this, the en- 
tire concert series Is the opening gesture of 
a movement towards mutual understanding 
and fraternal cooperation between the two 
universities, and must be recognized as 
such and considered as a personal rèsponsi- 
bility by every man or woman on this 
campus. 

In this, tht potential beginning of a 
lasting cultural revival and a long-sought 
inter-racial unity, McGill must not let its 
' good Tieighbours down. 

Significantly, it is on this point of 
Ang lo -F re nch cooperation that the student- 
dlrietSnr of the Société Artistique have 
laid most stress. Try as our educators may, 
the fruits of their efforts to make this 
province uniformly bilingual have largely 
yet to bo reaped. A sound guess at the 
reasons for their want of success might 
well strike at the corresponding want of 
active participation by the province's 
various student bodies. To be sure, our 
ties \vith Britain and more especially the 
proximii^fTthe United States have' kept 
the English language within both reach 
and necessity of French Canada; and it is 
entirely to Uielr credit that the proportion 
of bilingual French-Canadians is far in 
excess of that proportion among their Eng- 
lish brethren. Though the University of 
Montreal has taken the initlativè. the 
major effort must be on our part. 

'The case for mutual understanding is 
80 obvious as to need neither detailing nor 
discussion— all the more so in the light of 
current trends and post-war ideals. Ita de- 
velopment has been restrained by that 
apathetic reluctance for action and activity 
which has been brought in accusation 
against us under the stinging term of "dé- 
mocratie decadence." We must prove and 
accept the réalisation that civilization and 
all mankind must in the last analysis stand 
or fall together through all the worid's 
eternity. . We must seek out the best in 
each other, cling to it and give it full ap- 
préciation, cherishing always the fact and 
satisfflciion of active friendship. And wc 
must take firm and unhesitant hold of the 
uncommon opportunity which today pré- 
sents itself.

The ilrst event will be a recital by Rose 
Bampton, soprano of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company of New York, and in private life the 
wife of Maestro Wilfrid Pelletier, who will ac- 
company her. Born in Cleveland, she gained 
her entire musical education in her native 
United States, spending five fruitful years at 
the famous Curtis Institute of Music In Phila- 
delphia. Her high reputation extends to the 
fields of opera, radio, oratorios, and the con- 
cert stage. She has made several visits to this 
city In recent years, and was an outstanding 
star of the first Montreal Festivals presentation. 
Miss Bainpton's recital will take place on 
November 30. 

Second offering in the scries will be a 
piano recital by the brilliant Chilean pianist, 
Claudio Arrau. Mr. Arrau's star is steadily ris- 
ing to the peak of the musical world, given 
impetus by several appearances with the New 
York Philharmonic and other leading sym- 
phony orchestras. His extensive musical educa- 
tion in Europe, made possible by a generous 
grant of the Chilean Government, has given 
him a vast repertoire which includes complete 
cycles of the piano compositions of Bach, Bee 
thoven, Mozart, and Schubert. He Is considered 
an outstanding interpreter of Ravel and De 
bussy. Though only 39, he is a veteran of wide 
musical experience, and has recently been 
heard In several radio appearances. He has 
twice been orchestral soloist in Montreal. 

Alexander KIpnis, the Metropolitan's famous 
Russian basso, will give the third recital on 
March 17 next. One of the world's most dis- 
Ungulshed vocal artists, he has sung with tre- 
mendous Buecess : in stich centres as Vienna, 
Salzburg, Paris, Bayreutb, Rome. Londtfh, San 
Francisco, and New York. His operatic roles 
include Leporello in "Don Giovanni," the Tsar 
Boris in "Boris (Sodounow" (in which he was 
heard in Montreal this past spring), and many 
more. He singr In several languages, and has 
the pleasant habit of Introducing each number 
on his program with a brief commenUry and 
sometimes a verse of translation. Last winter 
at the Metropolitan, he sang the tlUe-rolo of 
"Boris" In Russian despite the fact that the 
rest of the cast was forced to use the Italian 
version. ' 

The final event will be an orchestral concert 
in April under the baton of Desire Defauw, 
who Is also Artistic Director of thè series. Mr! 
Defauw is the well-known musical giant of 
tiny stature who has brought so much music 
and so much musical Improvement to our city. 
It Is hoped to follow this dosing concert with 
a large-scale reception for all the subscribers 
of the scries. ' ■

AT THE CAPITOL 
"Bataan" starring Robert, Taylor, 
Lloyd Nolan, George Murphy and 
Thomas Mitchell, has been held 
over for a second week at the Capi- 
tol. In telling the story of the 
heroic defenders of the Philippine 
outpost, this movie is saved from 
the run-^f-the-mill war pictures 
that have been pouring out of 
Hollywood of late, by only one 
thing ... its human comedy. You'll 
remember the gum-chewing, and 
the spitting, the charming singing 
of tl\e Navy lad and the atmospheric 
singing of the massive Negro long 
after you've forgotten the bayonet- 
ting, the machine-gunning, the 
bombing of the refugees, and the 
explosions of the bridge. 

It seems that In tfielr effort to 
outdo each other, every producer 
of a war picttire tries to think up 
newer and bloodier means of Im- 
pressing the public than his pre- 
decessor, "Bataan" Is no exception. 
It Is almost completely lacking In 
any of the restraint which n^akes 
for truly impressive drama. Taylor, 
In the leading role, plays a some- 
what stereotyped sergeant hero 
with adequate ease. Thomas 
Mitchell and (Seorge Montgomery 
rendered their usual fine perfor- 
mance. And Lloyd Nolan gave a 
fine performance of the hard-boil- 
ed bad man turned hiero, tlie role 
he has already perfected through a 
lot of practice. 

The rest of the programme con- 
sisting of a faetter-than-usual Ritz 
brother comedy, shorts and news 
provided a contrasting relief.

1-yard marker. The situation was 
saved by Gerry Filzpatrlck, wlio 
lifted another long spiral to push 
the Navy back close to midficld.

Navy Starts Drive 

Navy started a determined drive 
in the second half, and made two 
first downs which, coupled with 
two penalties to the Rcdmen. 
brought the ball to the 20, but a 
bad snap on third down gave the 
Collegians possession on the 25.

significant that Marta, Amour et 
Gloire, and a concerto based on an 
old Provencal folk tunc, should 
carry practically all the musical 
appeal of this movie. To put it 
shortly^ the music would seem to 
be rather refined for what is often 
considered the "average" audience; 
it Is well played, to boot. Of course, 
there would not have been enough 
of it to satisfy anyone, had the 
story been a mere vehicle, such as 
Hollywood loves to throw together 
for too many of its grade-A pic 
tures. But it was not merely a boy* 
mcets-girl sequence' (in techni- 
color, by the way), but a bit of a 
madhouse thriller. The Psychiatric 
angle of Eriquc Claudin's insane 
desire tor Christine Dubois, and of 
his growing monomania with re- 
gard to his concerto, was suitably 
played down in favor of bis subse- 
quent depredations as the masked 
"phantom", who roams the 'Paris 
opera*hoi)^c committing murder 
whenever his mysterious injunc- 
tions are disobeyed. 

One of the best scenes outside of 
the musical parts is the acid-throw- 
ing sequence which so horribly 
bums Claudin's face that he Is 
forced to \vear a ghastly-blue pro- 
perty-mask. This is only paralleled 
by the climax, when Christine tears 
oft the old musician's mask, to re- 
veal a horribly wonderful Job. of 
facial-scarring. A somewhat corny 
ending features a subterranean 
sewer*system cave-in, and a double 
frustration for Christine's admirers. 

Incidentally, Eddy looks a lo\ 
less Roscmarle-lsh with a mustache 
and a heavy coating of brunette 
dye for blondes. Susanna Foster 
fills the bill to a Tee, as the young 
fair maiden with the golden voice 
who has no hand In getting, rid of 
the red-haired, vicious, beautiful, 
mediocre (?) prima donna of the 
Opera Paris. 

So much for the main feature. Of 
the shorts, the only thing worth 
seeing (and hearing) were the 
Delta Rhythm boys. Mary Pick- 
ford's 1919 Victory Loan short was 
an interesting flashback, but Mary 
PIckford, 1943 model, should defin- 
itely stay off the Mreen. The car- 
toon was good, but what's the mat- 
ter with Donald Duck?
